The recent article (RIN 226) protesting the discontinuance of the CARDINAL 
between Washington DC and Cincinnati OH was very amusing. This is especially 
so since many so-called rail advocates are trying to peddle a cock and bull 
story that the CARDINAL, which has not responded to any measures taken by Amtrak 
to improve its ridership, is a better train than the SHENANDOAH, which has had 
its ridership increased from 5000 a month in 1979 to over 12,000 a month in 1981, 
According to Amtrak spokesman Debbie Marciniak (Parkersburg Sentinal Aug 17) the 
CARDINAL, which carries a thru coach between New York City and Chicago via Charles- 
ton HV, provides checked baggage service, carries sleepers, has a mail car between 
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Washington DC and Chicago, and hes a decent dining service, is not meeting the 
criterion of 150 passengers set up by Congress for all long-distance passenger 
trains, At the same time the SHENANDUAH, which has none of the services associ- 
ated with a first class passenger train and has never been advertfsed west of 
Cumberland M0, carried 12,713 passengers in June 1981, according to Amtrak... 
According to RIN the CARDINAL (or "Robert Byrd Special") which carried 6,953 
passengers in Feb 1981 or 3,421 less than ee SHENANDOAH, Jost over 2000 riders 

a month for seven straight months, for a grand loss of over 14,000 riders from its 
high of August 1980. 

The Florida Association of Railroad Passengers hopes you will print this letter 
along with our petition signed by Amtrak passengers who support the retention of 
the SILVER STAR, SILVER METEOR, PALMETTO and SHENANDOAH, which has been deliber- 
ately sabotaged by Amtrak.

Regarding the 1990 scenario published in RTN (#228): Almost every main-line 
rail route in the Desert would be used by one or two daily trains, linking nearly 
every city which could be connected by the present freight railroad network. 

On the other hand, some 15 metropolitan areas of over 250,000 persons in the 
iore populous half of the country would still be without Amtrak service! (The 
map omits unserved cities.) The Atlantic City corridor is omitted; in fact there 
would be no additional spurs to the Northeast Corridor. Detroit would not be 
directly linked with Indianapolis or Columbus, Passengers could travel on one of 
two daily trains between the town of Great Falls and Denver, some 700 miles apart; 
but not between the sizeable cities of Tulsa and Oklahoma City, only 117 miles 
apart, 

Amtrak's funding problems are more related to the geographical misallocation 
of its resources than we like to admit. Taxpayer equity requires that a mora- 
torium be placed on new route additions in the Desert while the populous half of 
the country is brought up to a similar level of per-capita Amtrak service. 

If this is done, Amtrak service will be made available to far more people in 
the larger markets; and Amtrak will receive more general political support. 

Also, its dismal share of the intercity travel market will rise to a level more 
befitting a national passenger train system.

DOT PACKS AMTRAK BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


One of the most controversial Amtrak Board meetings ever held takes place in 
Chicago Sep 25, Before the meeting, on Sep 8, the White House announced the 
appointment of six DOT representatives to the Amtrak Board, putting it firmly in 
control of the rail passenger corporation's Board. Legally the White House could 
do this because the new Board is not yet formed, and these temporary appointments 
can be made for a period of up to 90 days. Immediately there was much speculation 
over what the DOT was aiming to do with Amtrak. Was it going to vote Alan Boyd 
out of the presidency? Was it going to discontinue the CARDINAL? Was it going to 
re-draw the Amtrak system map to fit a $613 million budget that the White House #3 


still calling for? Congressman Florio called a news conference on Sep 15 and 
warned the White House agafnst using this occasion for effecting "sweeping changas" 
in Amtrak, DOT Secretary Lewis gave some assurances, and it was believed that the 
main reason for the Board takeover was to have control over the formation of 

Antrak Commuter, the commuter subsidiary that the law requires Amtrak to form by 
Nov 1 (the subsidiary will absorb the Northeast Corridor commuter service in fiscal 
year 1983). But also the DOT appeared interested in the outcome of the CARDINAL 
question, An Amtrak spokesman said that the CARDINAL was already out, and is de- 
leted from Amtrak's computer. NARP said that Alan Boyd met with four Senators on 
Sep 16 on the matter of the CARDINAL, and that they sent a letter to the Senate 
Appropriations Committee outlining what would be needed to retain the train. The 
Committee posponed its meeting until after President Reagan's speech to the nation 
on the federal budget, altho the House has already completed its appropriations 
bill. (President Reagan in his Sep 24 speech asked for an across-the-board 123% 
further budget cut of Federal agencies. It is believed that this would apply to 
the DOT as a whole, and that Amtrak would not be singled out for such a cut, altho 
Washington observers still say that Amtrak remains high on the Administration's hit 
list.) There was also concern that the Administration might use a line-item veto 
on Antrak appropriations, or try to get Congress to approve impoundment of funds,

RAIL CANADA 


TRANSPORT 2000 CANADA President Guy Chartrand on Sep 11 called on Transport Mini- 
ster Jean-Luc Pepin to help save the Amtrak PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL route between 
Seattle and Vancouver by arranging for the Canadian government to share in the op- 
eration of the train the way it does with the new Toronto-New York MAPLE LEAF, 

Said Chartrand: "It is noteworthy that your department is in the process of spend- 
ing several hundred million dollars to upgrade the Vancouver International Airport, 
at a time when the air mode appears to have begun a process of irreversible decline, 
particularly on short-haul routes. A small fraction of this amount would cover the 
continuation of one of the last three passenger trains stil] serving Canada's third 
largest city. This service would connect it conveniently with many American cities 
all the way to Southern California. Chartrand noted also that "The government's 
new energy pricing ithe! will place the automobile and the airplane, even with the 
massive subsidies they now receive, beyond the reach of an increasing proportion of 
Canadians. In this new economic environment, it is more imperative than ever that 
. keep all our options open to avert the progressive immobilization of our coun- 
ry. 

ANONYMOUS TRANSPORT MINISTRY OFFICIAL on Sep 16 charged Transport Minister 
Jean-Luc Pepin with ineptitude in his handling of the announced rail passenger 
cutbacks. A Transport Ministry economist delivered to the Toronto Star a report 
charging that Pepin had seriously over-estimated the $100 million savings that the 
cutbacks were supposed to achieve. He also charged Pepin with circumventing the 
proper channels and thereby squashing public debate on the cutback issue. Said he, 
"Even if you don't give a damn about passenger service in this country, you have to 
be worried about the way this thing is being done." The newspaper tended to agree 
with him, and called for Canadian Transport Commission hearings into the cutbacks. 


A FARE INCREASE is coming for VIA Rail Canada. The corporation announced on 
Sep 8 that a general fare hike of 10% will become effective Oct 8. VIA filed 
the new rates with the Canadian Transport Commission. According to Garth Camp- 
bell, VIA's VP-Marketing, the fare increase is directly attributable to the 
impact of inflation on VIA's costs of doing business. Under the terms of VIA's 
APEX fare plan, bookings made 14 days before departure are subject to a 40Z 
discount on transportation and accommodation charges, when the regular one-way 
fare is at least $55, This minimum will rise from the current $48. 

GREATER WINNIPEG WATER DISTRICT RAILWAY was ridden by reader Thomas Swinney 
this summer, and he reports that not mentioned in the District's publicity on 
its Sunday excursion train are the facts that seats should be reserved in advance 
and that no refreshments are available at Indian Bay. 

THE DISCONTINUANCE OF the SUPER CONTINENTAL route in Western Canada will mean 
that the tourist business to Jasper will be severely affected, reports the Toronto 
Star. A Vancouver agency that specializes in bringing Asian, Australian and other 
foreign tourists to the Canadian Rockies says that its clients will not be inter- 
ested in traveling there by bus, and at least $5 million per year in tourist trade 
will be lost the popular resort area. 


THE CANADIAN SEPARATISTS have been given a "powerful new weapon" in the announced 


passenger train cuts, reports the Toronto Star. A lack of political sensitivity 
on the part of the Trudeau administration is adding fuel to the fires of regional 
alienation. Western Canadians are aware that the cuts handed them are not matched 
by cuts in populous Eastern Canada. The cuts are scheduled to take effect Nov 15. 

According to Railway Gazette International, the reductions are in exchange for 
an increase in VIA's capital budget for the purchase of more LRC equipment. 

CANADIAN TRANSPORT COMMISSION recently ordered VIA to provide mail and express 
service on train 185 and 186 that run between Sudbury and White River, Ontario. 
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ONTARIO CITY REPRESENTATIVES have called upon the province of Ontario to take 
over the Barrie, Stouffville and Havelock commuter runs that are to be cut from 
the VIA system Nov 15, and to run them with the assistance of the federal govern- 
ment. 

CANADIAN NATIONAL RAILWAY is selling for scrap the following passenger cars: 
coaches 2247, 2248, 5188, 5192, 5220, 5224 and 5290; and Sceneramic Dome 2702. 

The dome is described as having steam damage thruout; electrical panels, terminals, 
etc, rusted thruout car; and missing two engines, toaster, coffeemaker and micro- 
wave oven. Closing date for bids was Sep 21, 

THE FURY OF Canadians over the announced passenger train cuts continued to be 
reflected in newspaper editorials, letters, cartoons and articles. The Edmonton 
Journal recently ran a cartoon which pictured Transport Minister Jean-Luc Pepin as 
one of a trio of strait-jacketed asylum inmates. He is saying: "I'm okay=-you're 
okay! |'ve cancelled more train service in the West and in the Maritimes..and I've 
upgraded service in central Canada so nobody but Liberals can get here!" 


URBAN-SUBURBAN TRANSIT 
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NJ TRANSIT restored the Tuscan Red GG-1 engine #4877 shown in the above photo. 
Work was done at the Raritan NJ shop, using stencils and drawings prepared by 
Michael Burhstin, who took the above photo. These were based upon data supplied 
by Russ Wilcox of the Friends of the GG-1 Committee (who is now the owner of the 
4935). Painting was finished June 1, and the first trip took place June 6, on 
the Philadelphia-Lancaster NRHS Chapters’ Farewell to Amtrak's GG-1 trip, along 
with GG-1 #4876, F-40 #363 working as a power car, and 16 Amfleet cars. The en- 
gine is now in regular New York-South Amboy service. NJ Transit had planned such 
a restoration for over a year, but when some funding problems arose, the Jersey 
Central Chapter, NRHS, donated $1500 for the paint. Mr. Burshtin and two Conrail 
painters took 2h weeks to do the entire job, using authentic DuPont paint matches, 
in Imron polyurethane paint, 


NJ TRANSIT'S ORDER for 17 F-40-locomotives will be delivered by November, and 
the first three of Bombardier's Comet || push-pull cars will arrive in December, 
A total of 20 cab and 97 trailer cars will arrive thruout 1982, to be used to 
replace all existing ex-CNJ equipment on the Raritan Valley and North Jersey Coast 
Lines. The exePRR North Jersey Coast Line locomotive-hauled trains will continue 
with their existing cars (ex-PRR CONGRESSIONAL and Santa Fe coaches), but will 
terminate at Newark (similar to the ex-CNJ service) when the GG-1s are removed 
from service. All GG-1 service is expected to end by Dec 31, Of NJ Transit!'s 
13 GG-1s, (#4872-4884) , #4874 and 4878 were as of last month out of service due 
to blown transformers, and are not expected to be repaired. 

STUDY OF STRESS in urban bus drivers is being funded by UNTA, who on Sep 22 
okayed the first installment of $150,000 in the $1 million study being performed 
on San Francisco Muni Railway drivers by the University of California, San Fran- 
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cisco. Selected drivers will be wired up with sensors as they work, to record 
their blood pressure, heart rate and other measures as well as carbon monoxide 
and other environmental stressors. The study will take three years, 

NEW YORK'S MTA in August removed brackets it had placed on 764 R-46 subway 
cars after cracks were found in the cars! undercarriages. The current collector 
brackets apparently resulted in four of eight recent subway car fires. The Nati- 
onal Transportation Safety Board brought his incident out in a report on subway 
safety it released Sep 22. The Board also called for more frequent inspection of 
cars, for the placement of two fire extinguishers in each car, and for better 
emergency training and placement of emergency instructions in cars. The NTA 
said that most of the recommendations either already were or are being implemented. 

AN EXTENSION OF the RTA's Chicago-Kenosha commuter service to Racine could begin 
by next June if UMTA has funds available for track work to bring the C&NW line up 
to 60mph speeds. Startup of service has been delayed a year because of economic 
and labor egreement problems. 

AMERICAN PUBLIC TRANSIT Association accused Reagan this month of being "clearly 
out of step with the world" in his mass transit policies. While other countries 
are building new transit lines and charging low fares (20¢ in Rome, 25¢ in Vienna, 
35¢ in Paris), the U.S, is cutting back on Federal funding of transit and causing 
fares to be increased. Fare hikes have resulted in a 2% dropoff of ridership 
nationwide in the first six months of 1981, according to APTA. When fares hit 
$1.20 early this year in London, APTA said, the government reversed its policies 
and added $200 million in subsidies, cutting fares 25%. 

CHICAGO TRANSIT RIDERS may be the first in the U.S. to be charged a $1.00 fare 
if RTA plans come to fruition. The fare, which is now 90¢, would go up April 1, 

A BILL TO restore the Red Cars to Southern California, starting with purchase 
of to-be-abandoned right of way between Manchester and the south Compton city line 
was passed and sent to Gov, Brown for his signature in mid-September. Planners 
have in mind a partially-elevated double track for LRVs from Long Beach to Union 
Station in downtown Los Angeles. 

FUTURE OF FREIGHT service on the Long Island Rail Road is the subject of a 
public hearing Oct 1 in Mineola NY. In August the ICC ruled that the LIRR's 
124% surcharge on freight, which it has been collecting since 1973, is illegal, 
and ordered the railroad to repay it. The amount would be $70 million, and re- 
payment of it would obviously be a major financial blow to the already deficit- 
plagued freight operation. One of the questions being asked at the hearing is 
whether LIRR freight service should be discontinued entirely. 

NEW YORK STATE held a public hearing in New City NY on Sep 16 to solicit ideas 
about the West Shore Line, on the West Shore of the Hudson River between Hoboken 
NJ and Newburgh NY, and whether reinstitution of rail commuter service there is 
a Viable possibility. 

"ATLANTIC CITY RAILWAY", a firm owned by 23-year old Thomas Frawley, is nego- 
tiating with NJ Transit to take over South Jersey commuter service and to oper- 
ate a Philadelphia-Atlantic City deluxe gamblers! rail service. 

SOUTH JERSEY LINES were the subject of an article by Steve Dunham in our last 
issue. RIN's Paul Rayton visited them this summer, and reports on the laxness 
of the operation, At Cape May an engineer asked him for the time ("What time you 
got?"); apparently the engineer didn't have an operating watch. Paul replied 
that it was 6:59pm (on a Saturday), and the engineer answered, "Well, guess it's 
time to go." And they departed with all of 8-10 passengers. 

THE GUARDIAN ANGELS, the unarmed volunteer organization that tries to keep 
transit lines orderly, began work in Boston on Sep 22, starting with the MBTA's 
Orange Line. 

PULLMAN TRANSPORTATION COMPANY would be a separate entity, consisting of the 
Pullman-Standard operation now owned by hes reer, Inc. iheelabrator 
bought Pullman Inc, last November, and it wants to get the car-building subsidi- 
ary ae a separate status because of the fluctuating nature of its finances. 
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TOWARD RAILROAD ISOLATIONISM 
Discontinuing the International Trains

In tne year 1972 Congress, distressed by a lackluster first year for Amtrak 
uncer president Roger Lewis, was in a mood to expand Amtrak, In upping its 
budget tne lawmakers specifically wrote in the recuirement that Amtrak initiate 
service ts Canaca anc Mexico, and a few million dollars for that purpose were 
added to the Amtrak acprocriation. 

Three international trains resulted from this Congressional mandate: the 
PACIFIC INTERNATICNAL, tre INTER-AMERICAN anc the MONTREALER. O¢ these, the 
MCNTREALER nas been the mest successful, in part vecause of major support from 
backers along the &.S. portion of its route, Of the three, the PACIFIC INTER- 
NATIONAL was the first to run--cn July 17, 1972. The MONTREALER began operation 
on Sep 29, 1972, while the INTER-ANERICAN didn't get going until Jan 27, 1973, 

The ULT, which exercises consicerable influence over amtrak, has never liked 
the international trains--especially since they were added on by Congress and 
were not the brainchild of the DCT. They are regarded as expendable appendages. 
And so in this year of budget cutting, it seems not at all surprising that two 
of them should get the axe. The INTER-AMERICAN is to lose its leg to the border, 
and the PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL get knocked out completely. 

The INTER-AMERICAN is the subject of the article following this one, while 
here we focus on the Seattle-Vancouver 8.C. service. 

Unknown to us at the time, our trip last Fay on the PACIFIC INTERNATIGNAL vas 
to be our last one on this train. Ina brief remark earlier in RIN (issue #224) 


we described the operation as "erratic." That tern is applicable not only to 
our trip, but also to the operation as a whole over the nine years since it began.

We reached Seattle at 6pm after a nice trip on the COAST STARLIGHT. Our im- 
mediate destination was Vancouver, but we wouldn't be there for almost six more 
hours, even tho the distance was only 156 miles. This fact was due not to slow 
train speeds, but to all the waiting time built into a passenger's itinerary. 
We would have to wait in the Seattle depot for 1¢ hours before the Vancouver 
train departed, and when we neared the Canadian border we would have to wait 
over a half hour more while customs inspectors went thru our train. Now if only 
the STARLIGHT ran thru to Vancouver and the customs men rode the train and made 
their inspections aboard without the necessity of stopping, Amtrak would have a 
far better operation, When we rode the pre-Amtrak INTERNATIONAL, customs office 
ials rode with us and went thru their formalities without delaying the train. 
Our train passed thru a lot of interesting waterside scenery on its route to 
Vancouver. Days are long this far north in May, and we watched @ colorful sunset 
over the water, as the sun seemed to refuse to budge any closer to the horizon, 
Unfortunately, the frozen-in-time aspect of the solar orb seemed to repeat and 
emphasize the slow progress of our trip. Ironically, our train was not poking 
along. Sometimes it would run slowly, but there were times when its speed must 
have been greater than any the STARLIGHT managed on the trip from California 
And these bursts of speed were exciting, because cone : 
they occurred at places where common sense would 
dictate slowness and caution, due to the heavy 
highway traffic on both sides of us and the poor- 
ly guarded crossings. F 
The sun finally set at about 8:30, and at 9:01 
we made a stop at Burlington-Mt. Vernon. Belling- 
aie eo) ok See ee 
Three years after its introduction the train 
looked like this, stil] running old conven- 
tional equipment pulled by an aging E unit.

ham came at 9:42, and at 10:10 we reached Blaine and customs inspection. Every- 
thing shut down for the next 32 minutes while we sat and twiddled our thumbs, 

An inspector finally reached our car, and he got thru our section (the lower 
level of the third of four cars) quite rapidly. Why did it take so long for the 
whole train? Patronage was not all that great. After a long while he returned 
to look thru a backpack in the storage area of our car. Finally we were on our 
way once more, and after a stop at New Westminster at 11:11, we reached Vancouver 
at 11:35, nine minutes ahead of schedule. 

Now if this were a heads-up operation we could have been in Vancouver about 
9:00 instead of close to midnight. And that even without any high-tech railroad 
equipment, Never mind that the French are starting to run the world's fastest 
train this week--faster even than the Japanese Bullet Train. We would settle for 
conventional trains properly scheduled. But instead we seem to be taking our 
cues from Mexico rather than from Japan and France. 

The fact that we must discontinue this train--or any train--is an outrage. 

The PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL has never been properly scheduled or marketed. A big 
market exists for train service on the route; but, as an Amtrak spokesman said, 
once a train js gone it's very hard to get it back on.

As is often the case with controversial 
trains, there are frequent changes of sched- 
ules, equipment, etc., in an attempt to 
make the service more acceptable to the 
public, or to appease public officials and 
political personalities. Changes are being 
implemented again on the I-A on October 1 
--this time deletion of the southernmost 
legs Temple-Houston and San Antonio-Lar- 
edo, reduction of service to tri-weekly, and 
routing of the train into SP's depot in San 
Antonio. Presently it stops adjacent toa 


T he INTER-AMERICAN (I-A) has been a 


vacant lot at Commerce Street, with passen- 


gers bused to the Amtrak SP Depot. 

The I-A had its beginning as a "new" Am- 
trak route in 1973, and as such restored 
rail passenger service to Little Rock, Tex- 
arkana, Austin, Laredo and other towns 
mostly along the Missouri Pacific, former 
route of the TEXAS EAGLE, and additional 
service to Dallas and Ft. Worth (served by 
the TEXAS CHIEF--LONE STAR) and San 
Antonio (served additionally by the SUNSET 
LIMITED). Operation was tri-weekly, but 
with the elimination of the LONE STAR in 
1979, operation was boosted to daily, and 
the train was split in Temple to provide 
service to Houston and continue the leg to 
San Antonio and Laredo. Equipment has not 
been the most functional, with old, dilapi- 
dated cars for several years, then the 
inadequate (for long distance) Amfleet 
equipment, but now replaced by Superliners 
including a full diner and a sleeper. 

The train was marginally successful, and 
has been threatened by previous Amtrak 


cutbacks. The most recent cutback scenario 


was no exception, with actual consideration 
to eliminate service south of St. Louis. 
However, service survives once again with 
thru cars connecting to the westbound SUN- 
SET at San Antonio. 

So why did Amtrak decide to cut off the 
legs of the I-A? Low ridership is probably 
one of the factors, since the whole route, 
possibly with the exception of St. Louis- 
Chicago, has had marginal patronage (low 
PM/TM compared to several other long 
distance trains) and one would expect the 
southern extremities of the route to have 
less ridership. 

Several problems have contributed to the 
low patronage, not the least of which is the 
circuitous routing, especially from Houston. 
Upon departing that city, the train actually 
heads southwesterly on the SP for 37 miles 
to Rosenberg, thence northwesterly along 
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the Santa Fe to Temple, and finally north to 
Ft. Worth. Then a due east route thru 
Dallas is followed almost 200 miles to Long- 
view TX, where the train finally is aimed 
for St. Louis and Chicago. This around-the 
-elbow route has covered almost 500 miles. 
The Missouri Pacific route directly north 
out of Houston reaches Longview in about 
230 miles. Recently a group bound for St. 
Louis boarded at the Houston station. They 
were surprised later at Temple to learn they 
would be going thru Ft. Worth and Dallas to 
reach St. Louis. 

The low ridership on the I-A's southern 
legs was evident on Sep 3, when the train 
departed Houston, a city of over 2 million 
population, with 28 passengers. The small 
group had lots of room in the one Superliner 
coach in use--the baggage coach was not be- 
ing used. Another problem with this leg, 
besides heading in the wrong direction for 
the first several miles, is its run over the 
SP to Rosenberg TX. This line, also the 
route of the SUNSET, is slow--it took 30 
minutes to get out of Houston. The train 
had traveled 25 miles in the first hour. The 
track and right-of-way resembled an un- 
kempt but heavily-used branch line. Pulling 
into a siding well out of the city, the little 
train stopped to meet a long SP freight train 
--this where the eastbound SUNSET should 
have been met; however the latter was two 
hours late. The I-A resumed its rambling 
pace, slowing to 10mph across several 
grade crossings in Sugarland (maybe some 
day the trains will have to stop at a grade 
crossing traffic light to let the autos pass!) 
and again at a reported broken rail. 

Rosenberg was reached eight minutes 
late, and high speed was commenced immed- 
iately upon departure on the Santa Fe. This 
line was not quite as smooth as one might 
expect of the Santa Fe, but heavy unit coal 
and grain trains do take their toll on a road- 
bed. The I-A met or passed 15 freights 
(four coal and two grain) between Rosenberg 
and Temple; however, it was never delayed 
or even slowed by this considerable traffic 
on the single-tracked line. Most of the 
switches along this route produced violent 
lateral movement of the passenger cars, 
enough to spill coffee and beer all over, thus 
entailing cleanup chores by the passengers. 
Several jovial passengers in one group (one 
wore a T-shirt with the inscription: Happy 
as a Hot Dog in a Cool Pool of Mud) referred 
to the bumps as "air pockets", and another 
said, ''The railroad has potholes too!" 
However, they were enjoying this first rail 
trip so well, they were already planning a 


group trip from Houston to New Orleans, 
and inquired of the conductor if there was 
Amtrak service between those two cities. 
He happily gave them the schedule. 

Arrival in front of the beautiful Temple 
TX station (ex-Santa Fe traditional) was but 
six minutes late. The 30 or so passengers 
were to have a considerable wait, however, 
as the Laredo section was lhr, 20mins late. 
With its arrival, there commenced a grand 
example of another problem for the I-A legs 
and for most railroad operations: that of 
union labor. A switching crew of eight men 
were involved in putting the I-A's two sec- 
tions together. One "driver'’ removed the 
single F-40 engine from the Houston sec- 
tion on track 1 and attached it to the Laredo 
engine andcars. Then another "driver" 
moved the two engines and Laredo section 
from track 2 back to track 1 to couple to 
the Houston coaches. Finally the road en- 
gineer climbed aboard for departure. One 
would have thought they were getting prac- 
tice; however, the same type of exercise

occurred when four hours later the south- 
bound train was separated. Then with 
departure of the assembled train one hour 
late, a stop was made at the end of the sta- 
tion track for the trainman to hand-throw 
the switch to the main line, then stopped 
again after moving by to let him throw it 
back and climb aboard. Of course, all that 
stopping and starting could have been avoid- 
ed, and time and fuel saved for Amtrak if 
one of those station switching crewmen 
could have walked 50 feet and let the train 
depart nonstop! Incidentally, these station 
tracks for switching the I-A were installed 
by Amtrak at a cost of several thousands of 
dollars. After October 1 they will not be 
used. 

With train 22 departing one hour late, the 
southbound #21, which had been on time at 
Ft. Worth, was held at Cleburne to let #22 
pass, so was lhr, 3mins late at Temple. 
After switching, the Laredo section departed 
lhr, 8mins late with 29 coach and two sleep- 
er passengers. A few blocks from the sta- 
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tion the train heads south on the M-K-T 
Railway, and a good, steady 60mph is main- 
tained thru rolling, green pastures on 
clickety-clack track, and dinner in a Super- 
liner diner with the sun setting. 

At Taylor, thr, 2mins late, the 4-car 
train was off speeding thru the dark of the 
night on the Missouri Pacific and some of 
the smoothest rail one might ever experi- 
ence. Lights slipping by outside in towns 
and farmland were the only indications of 
movement. The conductor admitted that 
this section had been recently rebuilt, but 
all MP trackage encountered between Laredo 
and St. Louis proved to be very good. 

At Austin 10 passengers detrained, and in

Arrival in Laredo, amongst a flurry of 
bats coming down from the eaves of the sta- 
tion, was at 2:12am, 52mins late. The con- 
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The morning departure for #22 at 5:55 saw 
11 passengers boarding. The friendly con- 
ductor had been up and brewed a pot of coffee 
in the Superliner diner and laid out some 
fresh Danish rolls. These were free--the 
Amtrak dining car crew detrains in San An- 
tonio for the night, then reboards in the 
morning for the trek back to Chicago. 

The 3-hour trip north to San Antonio was 
uneventful, as all 11 passengers were asleep 
for at least the first two hours. In San An- 
tonio, workmen were seen already building 
a connecting track between the MP and the 
SP tracks, so that on October 1 the I-A can 
enter the SP station and transfer coaches to 
the westbound SUNSET. The I-A will be 
entering the station eastbound, so the seats 
in the coaches will have to be turned. 

The continuation of the I-A northbound this 
day found the train filled by Dallas with a 
Labor Day crowd of about 300 passengers-- 
quite an increase from the 11 sleepy patrons 
from Laredo. A car was added in St. Louis 
and standing room only was the order of the 
day to Chicago. Incidentally, the train ar- 
rived in St. Louis 52mins early but departed 
20mins late due to trouble connecting the 
electrical cables of the added coach. It was 
also interesting that a couple boarded in Ft. 
Worth bound for Crawfordsville IN via Am- 
trak's new HOOSIER STATE. 

The remaining route of the I-A passes thru 
some cities with good potential for rail pas- 
senger patronage, given the good tracks, ex- 
cellent train equipment, and thru cars to the 
west. Area population of San Antonio is al- 
most one million; Austin 460, 000; Dallas-Ft. 
Worth 2.5 million; Little Rock 360, 000; St. 
Louis nearly 2.5 million; and Chicago 7 mill- 
jon. Perhaps the I-A hag been pared for the 
last time. 

At the August 26 Amtrak Board meeting 
when the new route structure was announced, 
Alan Boyd was asked how the I-A could re- 
tain its name now that its southern terminus 
would be longer be the border of Mexico. He 
said he hadn't thought of that.

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Here are Amtrak's latest ridership fig- 
ures--for June. The May figures were pub- 
lished in RIN #228. See that issue for an 
explanation of the change in reporting rid- 
ership data that Amtrak instituted in May. 

Systemwide patronage was down 3.6% from 
the same month of 1980. Long distance and 
Short distance categories both showed in- 
creases (4,64 and 1.2% respectively), while 
Northeast Corridor ridership showed a drop 
of 9.5%. These trends repeat the pattern 
of recent months, in alten patronage in the 
East has been weak, while long distance 
trains particularly, especially those which 
sport new equipment, have been showing good 
ridership gains over 1980 levels. 

Soft demand in the Northeast affects the 
overall system performance heavily, since 
about half of al] Amtrak passengers ride in 
the Northeast. Amtrak has earlier attribu- 
ted weak Northeast patronage to a "general 
slowdown in NE Corridor business travel 
being experienced by al] public carriers®, 

For the fiscal year thus far--October 
thru June--overal] systemwide ridership 
was down less than one percent (.82) from 
the previous fiscal year. Short distance 
ridership was up 9.32, long distance was 
up 7.4%, and the Northeast Corridor was 
down 7.5%. That 7.5% dropoff in the North- 
east represents 668 ,898 passengers, or an 
average of over 74,000 per month. 

It is interesting to note that a major- 
ity of the (none-403(b)) trains being dis- 
continued in whole or in part by Amtrak 
have shown substantial ridership gains in 
the fiscal year to date (data are not 
available on some of the trains being cut 
out), Washington-Cincinnati js up 12,72; 
Washington-Cincinnati-Chicago is up 17.3%: 
and Chicago-Texas is up 30.2%. Seattles 
Vancouver is down 16,52, 

The single most-heavily patronized 
train continues to be the COAST STARLIGHT, 
with 415,782 passengers carried in the 
first nine months of this fiscal year, for 
an increase of 9.8% over the same period

Former NARP leader Anthony Haswell told a 
writer for Crain's Chicago Susiness this month that he has long argued that the 
Amtrak trains should be running on the North Western rather than the Milwaukee 
Road ("where the people are, instead of ... where the cows are"). WisARP noted 
that "The Chicago-Milwaukee corridor handled 28,971 passengers in April, a 4.4% 
decrease from 1980.

SOME KORE DETAILS on the bridge-out foulup of the SOUTHWEST LIMITED reported 
last issue: In the early morning hours of Sep 6 a flash flood washed away a bridge 
on Santa Fe's main line near Powell AZ. Train 3 passed the location before the 
washout, but eastbound No. 4 was held at Needles CA until the extent of the damage 
could be determined. Later, an engine was attached to the rear of train 4, and it 
was pulled 70 miles west to Cadiz CA. At that point train 4 again headed east, 
over the normally freight-only Parker Cutoff to Matthie AZ, thence north on the 
freight-only "Peavine Line® via Skull Valley to rejoin its normal route at Williams 
Junction, This detour occurred during daylight hours on Sep 6. While Santa Fe 
freights used this same detour, it was decided to run subsequent runs of the 
SOUTHWEST LIMITED to Needles CA and Kingman AZ and to bus passengers between the 
two trains, Thus, train 4 that left L.A. on Sep 5 was the only one that made the 
detour, The bridge near Powell was restored to service on Sep 8..... 

THE COAST STARLIGHT made a detour over the WP/BN "!niand Gateway" between Sac- 
ramento CA and Klamath Falls OR the morning of Sep 9, Train 14 had just left 
Davis when a derailment occurred on SP at Grass Lake CA, north of Dunsmuir. The 
train, already headed north, could not turn until Tehama, over 110 miles north of 
Davis. It did so, and returned to Davis, arriving five hours after it had left. 
Passengers for Redding and Dunsmuir were loaded onto a Trailways bus. The train 
then turned and detoured to Sacramento and onto the WP/BN, arriving Klamath Falls 
about 12 hours Jate, The bus reached Redding over six hours Jate Lrsofeally, its 
passengers had been within 50 miles of Redding, then had to go 110 miles south 
again and return).

(7) Upon 
arrival of westbound SUNSET on No. 2 track, switcher attaches transfer cars to the 
rear of the train. (8) Northbound, this procedure is reversed. Operation of the 
EAGLE wil] be coordinated so as to provide for arrival in San Antonio the night 
before operational days of the SUNSET--j.e., Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 
Northbound the EAGLE will operate Tuesdays, Thursdays and Sundays (report from 
Alfred E. Ehm).....
